drawn from many previous Caſes, to direct him 
in applying thoſe Materials to any falutary 
Purpoſe, Now, the Former of theſe could be 
obtain'd only by Experiments, ſome one of 
which might have prov'd fatal to him; the 
Latter, till Men were multiplied upon the Earth, 
could not poſſibly have been -obtain'd at all. 
Had therefore our Original Progenitors been 
ſupply'd with no other Means of Cure, the firſt 
Indiſpoſition or Accident might have put an End 
to their Being; or, at ſeaſt, ſo far imperr d their 
Conſtitution, as to have endanger'd the Propa- 
gation, or affected the Health of Poſterity; and 
thereby defeated the many excellent Purpoſes 
the Divine Oeconomy had to ſerve by the 
Longevity of the Earlieſt of our Race. There. 
fore, ſince God, who is ſet forth in Scripture 
as ſaving, or preſervi erving, both Man and Beaft, (a) 
has been plcas d to direct the Latter to proper 
Remedies for their Health, by a certain Principle, 
which we call Vſtinct, ſuperadded to their 
Natural Faculties; it ſeems reaſonable to con-

The Greeks and Romans, who deriv'd their Theology, as well 
as their other Learning, from the Egyptians, adopted this Opinion 
of theirs likewile concerning the Divine Origin of this Science, 
actributing the Invention of it to Phæbus, or the Sun, their 

reateſl (and, according to Macxchius, their only) Deity.

in a qualifed Senſe, to claim the fame Divine 
Original, and may juſtly be called God's Work, 
I the” firſt Ages, before the Prevailing of 
Luxury in the World, the Caſes that requir'd 
Medicinal Relief may be ſuppos'd to have been 
more rare, and alſo more ſimple than thoſe 
which have happen'd in later Times. On the 
other Hand, the Products of Nature in thoſe 
Parts of the Earth, which were firſt inhabited, 
abounded with Juices of a more exalted Virtue 
than thoſe found in colder Regions. A few 
Specifics were all the Materials, and a few 
traditionary Directions, obtain'd, likethe former, 
with no Trouble or Expence, were the Rules 
of the Phyſician's Practice. And, as this Care 
(with That of Preſiding in Domeſtic Sacrifices) 
would naturally be entruſted with the kieads of 
Families, whoſe Age might give them Expe- 
rience, and their Relation Tenderneſs and 
Authority, thoſe primitive Diſpenſers of Medi- 
cine, as they had freely receiv'd, fo were they 
able eaſily, and could afford freely to communt-. 
cate the Heavenly Gift to all in general, who 
ſtood in need of their Aſſiſtance. 

Bu r different from this was the Condition of 
the ſucceeding Generations of Mankind: Very 
different is ours in particular, upon whom (with 
regard to Time) the Ends of the World are 
come; and who (with reſpect to our Situation) 
are not only ſubject to a great Intemperature of 
Climate, as an Ifland, but are alſo far remov'd

with Succeſs cannot now be acquir'd without a 
long Courſe of preparatory Studies; and muſt, 
conſequently, be confin'd to a few Perſons, who 
may reaſonably expect to live of the Profeſſion 
of a Science, which they perhaps have 
expended a great Part of their Fortune to acquire, 
From hence it will unavoidably follow, that a 
large and very valuable Part of our Species, the 
Induſtrious Poor, muſt frequently be neglected 
in the ordinary Adminiſtration of this uſeful 
Art; and be left (as the Wiſe Fewfh Writer (a) 
expreſſes it) without Herb, or molliſying Plaiſter, 
to reſtore them to their Health, when chaſtened 
with Sickneſs upon their Beds, and the Multitude 
of tbeir Bones with ſtrong Pains, (a) | 
Burr, by the Inſtitution of Publick INFIR- 
MARIES, the gracious Provifion of Heaven 
for the Sick is, in ſome Meaſure, re-eſtabliſh'd 
upon its original extenfive Foundation, The 
Divine Science of Medicine now ariſes with 
redoubled Force and Beauty, and (like the Sun, 
her fabled Author) darts her benign Influence 
indiſcriminately on the whole Face of Nature. 
Her ſalutary Beams, now, not only viſit the
